Greatest of American Humorists 


Passed Away, 


A REMARKABLE CAREER 


Began as a "Printer's Devil"—Hail 


Many Misfortunes—Scholar and 


Philosopher. 


Samuel Langhorne Clemens, Amer- 


ica's foremost humorist, known the 
world over as Mark Twain, died at 
6:22 
p. m. on Thursday, April 21, 


at his country home near Redding, 
Conn., surrounded by his household, 
including his only living child, Mrs. 
Gabrilowitsch. 
That morning 
he 


wrote for several minutes and gave 
the copy to his secretary, saying "Put 
that away until it's time for it to be 
used." It is thought to be a message 
to his neighbors and friends. 
He 


fully realized the end was not far off. 


Mark Twain was.born in the little 


town of Hannibal, Mo., on Novemb?r 
30, 1835. His father, John Marshall 
Clemens, came from an old Virginia 
family and with his young wife, Eliz- 
abeth Lampton, a descendant of the 
early settlers of Kentucky, joined the 
sturdy band of pioneers who pushed 
west over the Alleghanies in the early 
part of the last century and settled 
along the banks of the Mississippi 
River. 


In the uncouth environment of the 


then little frontier town, Hannibal, 
the famous author spent his boyhood 
days. 
Here he fished, hunted and 


lounged along the river banks with 
his 
sturdy 
companions, 
living 
a 


healthy outdoor existence, which un- 
doubtedly accounted for his long life, 


" in the face of his many afflictions. 


He attended the little school, but 


not being of a very studious disposi- 
tion, he learned far more from con- 
tact with 
the rough 
companions 


whom he immortalized in later years 
as "Huckleberry Finn" and "Tom 
Sawyer" and others of their type. 


At the age of twelve his meagre 


school education was brought to a 
sudden close by the death of his fath- 
er. His older brother, Orion S. Clem- 
ens, was the proprietor of a printing 
shop in the village, and young Sam 
Clemens began his journalistic career 
there as "printer's devil." 
In the 


course of a few years he learned the 
trade as a compositor, and in 1853 
he left his native town and began a 
wandering existence. 
He journeyed 


from place to place, -working at his 
trade in New York and the principal 
cities of the Middle West. 


The life of a steamboat pilot was 


followed for some time and at the 
outbreak of the Civil War he enlisted 
in the Confederate army, but remain- 
ed in the service only a few weeks; 
he then went to Nevada as secretary 


said to have remarked that he would 
rather be the author of "Tom Saw- 
yer" than all his own works. 


During his last years, all of the 


humorist's writings were under the 
control of Harper and Brothers. 
His 


autobiography which appeared in ser- 
ial form in a magazine, and several 
attacks on Christian Science, were his 
latest important works.

ticity of Shakespeare's works, which 
caused considerable comment.

Stopping Crows From Pulling Com 


A farmer of one of the central 


counties wrote to State Zoologist H. 
A. Surface, Harrisburg, about soak- 
ing corn in either coal tar or dilute 
carbolic acid to keep crows from pull- 
ing up newly-planted corn. 
He said 


that he suffered much damage in past 
years through the depredations of 
crows, and wants to get ahead of 
them this year. 


Professor Surface's answer to this 


letter contained the following: 


"It is commonly reported that corn 


should be soaked a few minutes in 
water containing a solution df coal 
tar or gas tar, and then, spread and 
allowed to try. 
This will make the 


corn so bitter that the crows will not 
eat it for fear of being poisoned. 1 
presume dilute carbolic acid would 
serve the same purpose, but I am not 
certain about this. 


"Different devices have been rec- 


ommended to keep the crows from 
pulling coin, one of which is strings 
stretched around and across the corn 
field. It is also recommended to sow 
com on top of the ground about the 
time it commences to shoot through 
the soil, in order to feed the crows 
at this time, so they will not pull the 
grain that is planted. It is best for 
a person to try one or more methods 
and make a practice of that which 
he finds best."

Restoring Damaged Grape Vines 
In the treatment of grape vines 
which 
were 
damaged 
last 
year 


through spraying them with a certain 
proprietary article, Prof. H. A. Sur- 
face, State Zoologist, made the fol- 
lowing recommendation: 


Cut back the plants very severely 


and mulch them, fertilize them, and 
during the summer use a little ni- 
trate of soda and water very fre- 
quently. 
Spray, just after the buds 


burst, with Bordeaux mixture, made 
with two pounds of Milestone and 
three pounds of lime in fifty gallons 
of water, or using that proportion. 
After the flowers have dropped and 
the fruit is set and about the size of 
a No. 6 shot, spray with Bordeaux 
mixture again. When the grapes are 
the size of buckshot, spray with Bor- 
deaux mixture and poison added. If 
the rain washes this off -soon, apply 
another coat as early as possible, and 
two weeks from the date of the last 
spraying, spray again, using Bor- 
deaux mixture and poison. 
In two 
weeks from this time, spray again, 
and this should be the Isat spraying 
required to give you perfect leaf and 
fruit. 
Keep the vines well watered, 
fertilized and cultivated; when they 
are dormant cut them back well, and 
no other treatment should be need- 
ed."

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt, xii, 1-14*. 


Memory Verses, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
Matt, xii, 7—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. O. M. Stearns. 
"At that time," when, these blind 


hypocritical Pharisees were specially 
diligent in rejecting Jesus as their 
Messiah, 
notwithstanding all 
His 


mighty works and gracious words, 
binding upon people heavy burdens, 
grievous to be borne, Jesus taught the 
weary burdened 'ones that in Him they 
would find rest "At that time" (xl, 
25; xii, 1), when these grace-doubters 
(as a missionary- recently writing from 
China called these seventh day peo- 
ple) were making an idol of their Sab- 
bath, while rejecting the Lord of the 
Sabbath who was In their midst, Je- 
sus wrought these good works of our 
' lesson today to teach them that in 
their midst was one greater than the 
temple, greater than Solomon, greater 
than Jonah (verses 6, 41,42). When the 
kingdom comes the Lord alone shall 
be exalted, and all the loftiness and 
haughtiness of men shall be bowed 
down (Isa. II, 11, IT). Earth's mighty 
ones shall then have learned that "those 
who walk in pride He is able to abase" 
(Dan. iv, 3T)." 


As Jesus and His disciples walked 


through the cornfields on a Sabbath 
day His disciples plucked ears of corn 
and did ent, rubbing them In their 
hands (Luke vi, 1). Then the Pharisees 
accuse Him and His disciples as law- 
breakers, evil doers, transgressors. It 
seems horrible that men should accuse 
their Maker, but they did not know 
Him, because they were blinded by the 
god of this world, as are all today 
who talk against GooTand His word, 
and there are many. They pretended 
to be very zealous for the law, so He 
said: "Have ye not read what "David 
did?" "Have ye not read' in the law'?" 
(Verses 3, 5.) Dr. Scofleld says "Jesus' 
action is hlghly^significant." 
"What 


David did" refers'-to the time of His 
rejection and persecution by Saul (I 
Sam. 
xxi, 6). Jesus here Is not so 


much the rejected Saviour as the re- 
jected King—hence the reference to 
David 
Jesus 
continually referred 


them to their own Scriptures: "Have 
ye never read?" "Did ye never read 
in the Scriptures?" (Matt xl, 16, 42.) 


Note that 4he Lord Jesus had full 


confidence in the authority of Scrip- 
ture, the law, the prophets and the 
Psalms (Luke xxiv, 27, 44). These 
Pharisees professed to believe the 
Sc*iptaires<.also,-~yet-taey> fulfilled-them 
in" condemning Him. On one occasion 
'Jesus asked not only "What is written 
in the law?" but "How readest thou?" 
(Luke x, 26.) We do well to consider 
whether we receive the Scriptures as 
they are in truth the word of God 
which effectually worketh in them 
that believe (I Thess. II, 3). If we are 
wholly subject to God and to His 
word Jesus will not only be bur Sav- 
iour, but our Lord, whom we will de- 
light to obey, not In order that He 
may have mercy upon us, but because 
He has had mercy on us and we have 
learned something of the meaning of 
verse 1 


Even in the synagogue where the 


law. the prophets and the Psalms were 
read every Sabbath they sought to ac- 
cuse Him who had given them these 
Scriptures and who had given to each 
of them life and breath and all things, 
yet He patiently bore with them and 
reasoned with them. 
He reminded 


them that they would not hesitate to 
save the life of a sheep, even on a 
Sabbath day, and asking. "How much 
then Is a man better than a sheep?" 
He asserted, "It Is lawful to do well 
on the Sabbath days." Commanding 
the man with the withered hand to 
"rise up and stand forth in the midst." 
He also commanded him to stretch 
forth his hand, which he did, and it 
was restored whole as the other (Luke 
vi, 8-1, 1). Then were they filled with 
madness and went out and held a 
council against Him, how they might 
destroy Him. Thus they prepare to 
seal His doom, as the.\ think, but they 
are in reality sealing iht'ir own and 
fulfilling the Scriptures, which said, 
"They rewarded ML- mil tor good." 
"They hated Me without a cause." 
"They that sit in the gate speak 
against Me." "Many bulls have com- 
passed Me—strong bulls of Bashan 
have beset me round" (Ps. xxxv. 12; 
Ixix, 4, 12; xxii, 12). 


The time had not come for them to 


carry out their murderous thoughts, so 
Jesus simply withdrew from them and 
continued to heal the multitudes who 
followed Him—many who had plagues 
pressing upon Him to touch Him and 
unclean spirits falling down before 
Him and crying, "Thou art the Son of 
God" (Mark iii, 7,12.) Our lesson chap- 
ter says that He healed them all, but 
charged them that they should not 
make Him known (15, 16), this also 
that the Scripture might be fulfilled 
as it Is written in Isa. xlil, 1, 4. That 
wo who are His witnesses may apply 
many Scriptures concerning Him, at 
least In some measure to ourselves, 
see In Acts xiil, 47, Paul's USD of Isa. 
xlil, 6. That we are His chosen ones 
see John xv, 16; Eph. 1, 4; I Pet. 11, 9. 
That we are in the world as lights 
for Him see Matt, v, 14; Phil. 11, 15. 
That we may manifest His life let us 
ever behold Him as the perfect ser- 
vant in whom the Father is well pleas- 
ed nnd trust Ilim to fill us with His 
Spirit that we too maybe well pleas- 
Ing to Him, possessing the ornament 
of a meek and quiet spirit, which Is la 
the sight of God of great price.

NDEB favorable conditions the 


sheep Is one of the most 
profitable kinds of lire stock 
that can be raised. The first 


essential to success in this business is 
a liking for it. The second is a proper 
location. Sheep kept on low pastures 
become wormy or affected with foot 
rot and are seldom profitable. 


Sheep are able to use large amounts 


Of rough feed that would otherwise go 
to waste, making economical gains on 
feed that" the other animals of the 


will not touch. They are espe- 


cially good for cleaning up weedy 
land. 


There is no better method of ridding 


a weed infested field of the crop which 
renders it worthless for agricultural 
purposes than to turn it over to the 
tender mercies of a flock of sheep. It 
matters little what sptii.es of weed has 
obtained the suprenncy; it is doomed 
to extinction. 


The Mutton Type. 


For producing high class mutton 


Shropshires and Southdowns are large- 
ly used. They are the most perfect 
representatives of the mutton type, 
but are sometimes criticised because 
of their small size and consequent lack 
of capacity for rough feed. 
Where 


there is a large amount of roughage to 
be got away with some one of the 
large breeds, such as Cotswold or Ox- 


Ice recorded. These ewes should be 
kept in a pea by themselves for a few 
days until tbe period of heat is over. 


Twenty weeks is the usual time ol 


gestation In ewes. 
On the general 


farm the preferable time to have tbe 
lambs come is just about the time the 
grass is starting well. If you are in 
the pure bred business it will pay to -| 
have the lambs come a little earlier 
than this, as the larger lambs bring 
better prices as breeders In the fall. 
In order to have the ewes come in beat 
as nearly the same time as possible a 
plan known as "flushing" is often used. 
This consists in taking them from a 
rather poor pasture and turning them 
Into a luxuriant growth of rape or 
some other good forage. A little grain, 
say one-half pound a day per bead, 
should also be given. Oats and bran, 
with a little oilmeal added, make one 
of the best rations for the ram during 
the breeding season. He should be 
given all he will clean up when in 
ieavy service.

Winter Care. 
| 


During the winter the ewes should 


be fed on a ration of oats and bran, 
with perhaps a little corn added, 


lover hay is one of the best forms of 


roughage. A little silage will add' suc- 
culence to the ration, but it shduld 
not be fed in very large quantities

ford, will probably be more satisfac- 
tory. On the ranges of the west the 
hardy Merinos are best adapted to the 
conditions. 


In getting a start in the sheep busi- 


ness, especially if you have never 
raised sheep, it is best to buy three or 
four ewes of the desired breed. In se- 
lecting ewes where mutton is to be the 
chief consideration considerable atten- 
tion should be paid to the mutton 
type. 


This is much the same as the meat 


type in other animals. They should 
be broad, deep and fairly long, with 
good spring of rib and broad, well cov 
ered back and loin. The rump should 
be long and the bind legs well meatec 
both inside and out as this, together 
with the back and loin, Is the mos 
valuable part of the sheep. The qual 
ity should be good, as shown in fine 
head and bone. 
The constitution 


should be good, as shown by depth of 
chest, large nostrils and width between 
the fore legs. 


Good quality of wool is shown by a 


close, even crimp. The wool should be 
dense on all parts of the body. It shonlc 
not be harsh, and the fiber should be 


• strong and not easily broken. There 
1' should be no dead hairs in the wool 
- Sheep are often trimmed so as to :ip 


pear much wider and blockier than 
they really are. The only way to tell 
tbe real form of a tiimuied sheep is 
by touch. In going over a sheep with 
the hands do not dig Into the wool 
with the fingers, thus tearing it apart 
and lessening the value of the fleece, 
but feel with the palms of the out- 
stretched hand. 
In" buying ewes be 


sure to examine their mouths carefully. 
Ewes that are "down in the mouth"— 
that is, that are so old that their teeth 
are worn down to the gurns—are a los- 
ing proposition. 


Handling Breeding Sheep. 


When ewes are bought of a breeder 


they will usually be bred. In raising 
lambs for market oil any considerable 
scale ewes bought on the general inar- 
1tet are a good deal cheaper, and very 
good results can be obtained if mated 
•to a good, pure bred rain* 
The same 


points of form spoken of in connection 
with the ewe should be looked after 
iu selecting the ram 
In addition, he 


should show masculinity in a strong 
head, thick neck and large chest. His 
-legs should be strong, especially in the 
pasterns, and lie should not be over- 
fat 
The ram --lj>,ii d be from a strain 


of profitable producers. 


Where a ram l^mb is used for serv- 


ice fifteen or twenty ewes are as 
many as he can well handle 
It is 


better and more profitable to use a 
more mature sire. 
A yearling can 


serve thirty to forty ewes and an old 
rain sixty when they are left to run 
with the flock all the time. A better 
plan is to turn the ram In with the 
ewes for a short time, only at morning 
and night, keeping him in a pen by 
himself tbe rest of the time. In this 
way the ram can serve double the 
number of ewes. It Is a good plan to 
srnenr the ram's breast with paint be- 
fore turning him out with the owes. 
Then after be is taken out a brief 
glance will show just which ewes have 
been bred. These can be marked with 
ear tags or paint and the date of serv- 


*oots are also good for this purpose 
Ixercise is essential. A winter pas- 
ture over which the ewes can run 
will provide this, but they should not 
be made to depend on this pasture for 
any considerable portion of their feed. 
Sheep can stand a great deal of cold 
if their fleece does not become wet. A 
dry, well bedded shed, open on tbe 
south, is the best sort of winter pro- 
tection. 


Just before lambing the wool on the 


flanks and udders should be clipped. A 
little oilmeal should be added to the 
ration for two or three weeks prior 
to lambing. Many of the newly born 
lambs wilLliave to be assisted to stand 
up and suck, after which they will 
usually be able to take care of them- 
selves. 
In cold weather lambs are 


liable to wander away from their 
mothers and get chilled. The best way 
to save a chilled lamb is to put it in 
warm water for half an hour. 
It 


should be thoroughly dried before put- 
ting It back in the pen. 


The lambs should be weaned when 


they are from three to four months old. 
This is a critical time In their life, as 
a check in growth will give parasites 
a chance to get a start. It is a good 
plan to have a fresh pasture of clover 
or rape to put the Iambs in at this 
time. 
Rape and clover mixed and 


sown with oats make excellent fall 
pasture after the oats are harvested. 
Another way of getting good fall feed 
for lambs Is to sow rape in the corn at 
the last cultivation. 
The lambs will 


eat the rape, weeds and lower leaves 
of" the corn, leaving the field in ex- 
cellent shape for husking without in- 
juring the corn to any extent. The 
lambs should be docked and castrated 
while young. 


Feeding the Lambs. 


The lambs should be taught to ea 


before weaning, and a small ration of 
grain should be fed from that time on 
There is no better feed for lambs than 
oats. When the lambs are on clover 
pasture half tbe grain ration may be 
made of corn. As a general rule it is 
better to avoid the holiday rush and 
market the lambs later in the season 
with a better finish. As soon as they 
are off pasture the grain should be in- 
creased until they are getting all they 
will eat. Corn and clover hay make 
one of tbe best rations for fattening 
sheep. Before putting the lambs Into 
the feed lot a few of the best ewes 
should be sorted out to replenish the 
flock. All unprofitable ewes or those 
that are getting old should be shut up 
and fattened as soon as the lambs are 
weaned. Plenty of salt should be pro- 
vided for the sheep during tbe fatten- 
ing period as well as at all "other times 
of year. 
Salt is more necessary to 


sheep than to any other class of stock. 
Sheep are not very heavy drinkers, but 
they do need some water, and a supply 
should be provided at all times.
